PRETORIA'S  CHAPEL  COMPLETED 

The  nation's  capital  city  can  now  boast  of  a  new  and  superbly 
constructed  Latter-Day  Saint  Chapel.  The  new  meetinghouse  was  con- 
structed by  the  Deseret  Construction  Company,  at  a  cost  of  nearly 
RIOO.OOO.  The  Chapel  is  tastefully  finished  with  rich  woods  and  luxurious 
carpeting.  The  large  window  area  allows  soft  natural  light  to  enhance 
the  true  beauty  of  the  natural  woodwork,  while  large  lacy  white  curtains 
and  stunning  drapes  bring  an  atmosphere  of  reverence  to  the  hearts  of 
all  who  enter.  A  highlight  within  the  chapel  is  of  course  the  organ.  An 
outstanding  Balwin  Electronic  Organ  with  two  61-note  manuals  and  a 
built  in  3  channel,  70  watt  amplification  system  will  provide  inspiring 
accompaniment  for  the  wonderful  hymns  that  are  sung  by  L.  D.  S. 
congregations. 

The  building  is  one  of  the  most  complete  Church-owned  buildings  in 
South  Africa.  In  addition  to  the  Chapel  there  is  a  Cry  room  which  will 
allow  mothers  with  crying  infants  to  listen  to  the  meetings.  The  Cry 
room  also  overlooks  a  spacious  Cultural  Hall.  There  are  ample  classrooms 
and  offices,  a  Baptismal  Font,  and  change  rooms,  and  the  modernly 
decorated  Relief  Society   Room  with  an  adjoining  kitchen,  which  will

efficiently  serve  the  needs  of  the  sisters  besides  being  able  to  turn  out 
full  dinners  to  overflow  in  just  a  few  minutes. 

Pretoria's  Chapel  is  indeed  a  true  reflection  on  the  devotion  of  the 
designer  and  builders  who  gave  their  all  to  construct  a  lovely  house  of 
worship.  This  is  the  first  chapel  in  South  Africa  to  be  built  under  the 
sole  direction  of  Latter-Day  Saints.  The  new  meeting-house  for  the 
Pretoria  Saints  will  surely  usher  in  a  new  era  of  growth  for  their  Branch.

We  give  of  ourselves  when  we  give  gifts  of  the  spirit:  prayer,  beauty, 
aspiration,  faith. 

We  give  of  ourselves  when  we  give  the  gift  of  time:  patience,  attention, 
consideration. 

We  give  of  ourselves  when  we  give  the  gift  of  words:  encouragement, 
inspiration,  guidance. 

The  finest  gift  a  man  can  give  to  his  age  and  time  is  the  gift  of  a 
constructive  and  creative  life. 
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WHEN  Mary  hushed  her  babe 
to  sleep  on  that  starry  night 
in  Judea  she  was  happy  for  the 
love  that  had  come  into  her  life 
and  into  the  world.  We,  too,  re- 
joice at  Christmas  that  love  has 
come  into  the  world,  and  we  try 
to  show  our  gratitude  for  this 
great  gift,  and  to  reflect  it  in  deeds 
of  kindliness  and  affection.  All 
sorts  of  beautiful  customs  and 
charming  beliefs  have  grown  up 
around  this  season. 

It  was  the  Germans  who  gave  us 
our  Christmas  tree  and  the  Dutch 
who  brought  us  Santa  Claus,  or  St. 
Nicholas.  That  jolly  old  saint  has 
long  been  loved  in  many  countries, 
though  there  is  not  very  much 
known  for  certain  about  his  life. 
He  is  believed  to  have  been  Bishop 
of  Myra,  in  Asia  Minor,  at  the 
time  when  Diocletian  was 
Emperor  of  Rome.  Many  stories 
are  told  of  his  generosity  and  kind- 
liness, and  this  is  said  to  be  the 
reason  why  at  one  time  people 
gave  each  other  presents  on  the 
Eve  of  St.  Nicholas'  Day,  the  6th 
of  December.  Later  those  gifts 
came  to  be  given  at  Christmas  and 
St.  Nicholas  was  recognised  as  the 
Christmas  saint. 

The  Dutch  gave  us  the  custom 
of  hanging  up  our  stockings  to  be 
filled.  In  some  lands  it  is  not  a 
stocking  but  a  little  wooden  shoe 
that  every  child  puts  out  on 
Christmas  Eve,  and  in  it  there  is 


always  a  little  bundle  of  hay  to 
serve  as  food  for  St.  Nicholas' 
hungry  steeds. 

From  France  we  get  the  beauti- 
ful word  "Noel,"  which  is  another 
name  for  Christmas  and  is  derived 
from  the  Latin  word  "birth." 

At  this  season  in  Olde  England 
a  lord's  retainer  brought  in  the 
"Yule  log,"  which  was  lit  in  the 
huge  fireplace,  and  as  long  as  it 
kept  on  burning  the  lord  feasted 
his  guests  with  the  best  that  was 
in  his  house.  You  can  imagine  that 
the  Yule  log  was  the  biggest  and 
toughest  the  retainers  could  find! 
In  those  days  the  Christmas  season 
lasted  for  12  days — from  Christmas 
Eve  until  Twelfth  Night,  on  Janu- 
ary the  6th,  which  commemorates 
the  visit  of  the  Wise  Men  to  the 
infant  Jesus. 

So  down  through  hundreds  of 
years  Christmas  has  been  kept  and 
loved  wherever  there  are  people  to 
welcome  Jesus  Christ  and  His  mes- 
sage of  love. 

Should  Christmas,  however,  have 
more  significance  for  us.  as  Latter- 
Day  Saints,  than  for  other 
religions?  It  most  certainly  should. 
We  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  lives 
and  is  today  guiding  and  directing 
His  Church,  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ,   through    His    present  day

Now  is  the  time  to  do  research  and  identify  our  dead  by  correct 
names,  dates,  places  of  birth,  marriage  and  deaths  with  details  of  all 
children  and  our  relationship  to  them.  Temples  are  waiting  for  the 
vicarious  work  and  it  is  our  duty  to  devote  our  time,  energy  and 
resources  to  research  TODAY,  for  tomorrow  may  be  too  late,  and  we  may 
be  numbered  among  the  dead  and  then  among  the  foolish  virgins  of 
yesterday. 

In  this  season  of  love  and  good  fellowship,  let  us  renew  our  resolution 
and  fulfil  our  obligations  to  our  ancestors  and  kindred  that  together  we 
may  enjoy  the  gosped  gifts  of  eternal  life.

WHEN  the  new  Pretoria  chapel 
was  started  we  thought  how 
wonderful  it  would  be  for  the  Sing- 
ing Mothers  from  all  over  the  Mis- 
sion to  come  and  provide  the  music 
for  the  opening  service. 

Permission  was  granted  by  the 
First  Presidency  and  plans  were 
made.  The  Relief  Society  Sisters 
would  hold  cake  and  rummage 
sales  to  help  towards  the  travel 
expenses  incurred,  and  we  are 
happy  to  say  that  all  travel  ex- 
penses were  met  by  this  means. 
The  choristers  in  each  branch 
would  teach  the  sisters  the  music 
and  songs.  They  would  come 
together  for  the  Mission-wide  prac- 
tice before  the  final  performance 
to  blend  all  the  voices  together. 

The  sisters  set  to  and  worked 
with  a  will  to  make  this  history- 
making  event  materialize.  Inas- 
much as  the  sisters  would  be  re- 
presenting all  branches  in  the 
Mission,  it  was  decided  to  hold  a 
Relief  Society  Convention  in  con- 
junction with  the  opening  of  the 
chapel. 

President  Smit  and  Brother  van 
Staden  of  the  Branch  Presidency, 
also  the  builders,  worked  to  com- 
plete the  building  on  the  date  set 
for  the  Convention.  Each  brick  was 
placed  almost  lovingly  in  place. 
This  was  not  going  to  be  just 
another  chapel  but  "their  chapel," 
where  the  full  programme  of  the 
Church  could  be  enjoyed. 

When  at  last  the  building  was 
completed  on  Saturday,  November 
24th,  from  2.30  until  4.30  p.m.  the 
Singing  Mothers  of  over  100  voices 
held  their  first  Mission-wide  prac- 
tice under  the  direction  of  Sister 
Valerie  Snyman  of  the  Vereeniging 
Branch,  who  had  been  chosen  to 
direct  the  Mission  chorus. 

At  5  p.m.  the  Relief  Society  Con- 
vention began  with  a  general  ses- 


sion. Sister  Hilda  H.  Alldredge. 
the  Mission  Relief  Society  Presi- 
dent, welcomed  all  to  the  first 
Mission-wide  Relief  Society  Con- 
vention ever  held  in  the  nation's 
capital.  President  Alldredge  also 
addressed  the  sisters,  after  which 
they  separated  for  departmental 
work. 

Following  this  session  a  delicious 
meal  prepared  by  the  Pretoria 
Relief  Society  sisters  was  served. 
Beautifully  decorated  tables,  where 
each  sister  was  given  a  lovely 
favour  as  a  remembrance,  high- 
lighted this  part  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

After  the  dinner  Krugersdorp 
Relief  Society  presented  the  play 
"The  Relief  Society  Memory 
Book."  This  beautiful  presentation 
was  a  fitting  climax  to  a  wonder- 
ful day. 

Displayed  in  the  lounge  were 
samples  of  hand-made  articles. 

Sunday,  November  25th,  at  9 
a.m.,  a  meeting  in  the  Pretoria 
chapel  was  held  for  all  Relief 
Society  sisters  in  executive  posi- 
tions. 

At  2  p.m.  the  service  officially 
opening  the  Pretoria  chapel  began 
with  every  seat  in  the  chapel, 
lounge  and  cultural  hall  filled  to 
overflowing.  The  hundred  Singing 
Mothers  seated  on  the  stand,  all 
dressed  in  their  beautiful,  spark- 
ling white  blouses,  each  with  a 
lovely  pale  pink  rosebud  as  the 
only  decoration,  were  an  inspiring 
sight.

WE  say  with  pride  that  the  Mutual  Improvement  Association  is  the 
finest  youth  movement  in  the  world  today.  This  claim  is  not  made 
lightly  but  in  full  realisation  of  the  fact  that  many  young  people's  organi- 
sations provide  excellent  programmes  for  their  members. 

On  what  grounds  then  is  M.I.A.  superior?  No  other  movement  tries 
to  achieve  the  full  spiritual,  mental,  and  physical  development  of  youth 
in  as  comprehensive  a  fashion  as  Mutual  does.  The  needs  that  arise,  as 
boys  and  girls  twelve  years  of  age  gradually  grow  into  adulthood,  are 
carefully  studied  by  the  M.I.A.  General  Board  and  a  programme  is  drawn 
up  to  provide  for  each  phase  of  their  development.  Our  youth  who  parti- 
cipate wholeheartedly  in  this  movement  become  the  finest  of  young  men 
and  young  women. 

Note  that  those  who  participate  become  fine  people  not  great  sports- 
man or  intellectuals  or  theologians.  The  accent  is  on  balanced  develop- 
ment. Mutual  will  have  failed  in  its  purposes  if  its  products  are  mental 
giants  who  cannot  get  on  with  their  families,  atheletes  to  whom  the 
Sabbath  has  lost  its  significance,  leaders  who  no  longer  have  the  humility 
to  follow. 

How  is  this  overall  development  achieved?  Firstly,  Mutual  is  not 
another  club.  Members  do  not  join  and  then  select  from  the  programme 
those  things  that  interest  them.  Every  person  belonging  to  M.I.A.  is 
given  instructions  and  practice  in  fundamental  Gospel  principles,  as  well 
as  speech,  drama,  music,  fellowship,  leadership,  the  atr  of  living. 
Development  of  a  healthy  co-ordinated  body  is  promoted  by  sports  and 
dance  programmes.  Creativeness  and  the  development  of  special  talents 
is  encouraged  by  award  programmes  and  in  special  assignments. 

This  is  not  achieved  by  a  single  overall  programme,  but  by  nine, 
each  designed  for  a  particular  age  group  level  and  most  of  the  nine  are 
even  further  sub-divided  so  that  maximum  applicability  to  individual 
needs  can  be  achieved. 

Teachers  and  leaders  in  Mutual  are  interested  in  guiding  the 
members  not  in  guiding  a  programme.  Members  belong  to  M.I.A. — they 
may  give  it  up  but  Mutual  never  gives  the  mup:  their  welfare  is  the 
constant  concern  of  the  Mutual  leadership. 

An  organisation  such  as  this  is  priceless  in  the  world  today  because 
what  is  more  important  in  the  eyes  of  Our  Father  in  Heaven  than  the 
development  of  his  children  to  their  full  potential.

LAWS,  whether  they  be  the  laws 
of  man  or  the  laws  of  the 
Lord,  cannot  be  ignored  by  chil- 
dren nor  adults.  We  must  all  obey 
the  laws  of  nature  if  we  are  to  stay 
well;  we  must  all  obey  traffic  laws 
if  we  are  to  stay  out  of  trouble  on 
the  roads;  we  must  all  obey  our 
parents  if  we  want  to  become  self- 
respecting  citizens,  and  we  must 
obey  the  laws  of  the  Lord  if  we 
want  to  live  a  full  and  productive 
life. 

The  Lord  said,  "If  ye  love  me, 
keep  My  commandments"  (John, 
14  :  15).  Now,  the  cynic  may  call 
this  dogmatic  and  arbitrary,  but 
when  we  realise  that  all  of  his 
commandments  are  given  for  our 
good,  that  all  Divine  law  is  inspired 
by  love,  and  that  observance  will 
contribute  to  our  happiness  and 
wellbeing.  then  obedience  becomes 
a  pleasure. 

The  prophet  Joseph  Smith  said, 
"Happiness  is  the  object  and  de- 
sign of  our  existence,  and  will  be 
the  end  thereof  if  we  pursue  the 
path  that  leads  to  it;  and  this  path 
is  virtue,  uprightness,  holiness  and 
keeping  all  the  commandments  of 
God.  But  we  cannot  keep  all  the 
commandments  without  first 
knowing  them,  and  we  cannot 
expect  to  know  all,  or  more  than 
we  know  unless  we  comply  with  or 
keep  those  we  have  already  re- 
ceived .  .  .  But  in  obedience  there 
is  joy  and  peace  unspotted,  un- 
alloyed; and  as  God  has  designed 
our  happiness — and  the  happiness 
of  all  His  creatures — He  has.  He 
never  will  institute  an  ordinance 
or  give  a  commandment  to  His 
people  that  is  not  calculated  in  its 
nature  to  promote  that  happiness 


which  He  has  designed  and  which 
will  not  end  in  the  greatest 
amount  of  good  and  glory  to  those 
who  become  the  recipients  of  His 
law  and  ordinances."  (Joseph 
Smith,  History  of  the  Church,  Vol. 
V,  1958  edition,  pages  134,  135.)

Are  you  one  of  those  teachers 
who  are  remembered  with  pleasant 
memories  or  one  of  the  forgotten 
ones?  Did  you  give  your  students 
something  worth  while  on  which 
they  could  build  their  testimonies? 
Did  your  Sunday  School  class  be- 
come alive  to  the  potentials  of  the 
Gospel  through  your  teaching? 
Effective  teaching  is  more  than 
giving  the  lesson  listed  in  the 
manual  for  the  day,  however  well 
organized  the  lesson  may  have 
been.  To  be  an  effective  teacher 
we  must  know  our  pupil  intimately. 
At  this  time,  when  we  have  so 
many  new  converts  as  well  as  the
